success than either of his previous plays, 
for it ran for over sixty weeks on Broad- 
way and then was presented on tour by 
two separate companies. With “The Dark 
At The Top Of The Stairs” he surpassed 
his previous efforts. The play had a long 
run at the Music Box Theatre in New 
York and was later presented across the 
country by two road shows as well as at 
the Puerto Rico Festival and the Ann 
Arbor Drama Festival. 

Mr. Inge was born in Independence, 
Kansas, graduated from the University 
of Kansas and first went into the teaching 
profession. He started in a high school in 
Columbus, Kansas, then moved on to 
Stephens College in Columbia, Missouri 
(where Maude Adams taught drama in 
her later years). He then joined the facul- 
ty at Washington University in St. Louis.
